New York, Nov. 3.—The shock of 


tragedies which the war has brought 
about in Turkey 
has 
caused 
the 


deaths of five American missionaries 
on duty in the Turkish empire since 
May. 
according to the annual 
re- 


port of the Rev. James 
1- 
Barton, 


foreign secretary of the 
board 
of 


commissioners of foreign 
missions. 


The missionaries whose deaths are 
attributed to conditions in 
Turkey 


were Mrs. Mary E. Barnura, at Har- 
poot: Mrs. Charlotte E. Ely, at Bit- 
lis; Rev. George -P. .Kna;>p at Diar- 
bekr; Mrs. Martha W. Reynolds who 
died of injuries received while 
in 


flight from Van to 
Tiflis. 
Russia, 


and Mrs. Elizabeth Usher at Van.

Among the hundreds of thousands 


of Armenians and other Christians 
who perished in Turkey. Dr. Barton 
•eported were professors and teach- 
ers in the missionary schools, pastors 
and preachers all of whom "miser- 
ably perished at home or died of ex- 
posure on the road toward Northern 
Turkey, where vast multitudes have 
been exiled." 


"Probably in all 
history," 
said 


Dr. Barton, "two hundred missionar- 
ies have never been called on to pass 
through more 
terrible 
experiences 


;han have our missionaries in Tur- 
key during the last 
nine 
or 
tea 


months, and the end is not yet."
